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Why the Railroads Must Have Larger Revenues: 


Statement Issued By 
WESTERN RAILWAYS’ COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC RELATIONS 


Commission for permission to increase their revenues 

by raising freight rates 15 per cent. Losses of railway 
traffic have been so great in recent months that an emergency 
has arisen which not only threatens the continuance of 
efficient rail service, but also even endangers the financial 
stability of the steam lines, The facts regarding the present 
railway situation are as follows: 

4. The return earned on railway property value amounted 
to only 324 per cent in 1930. In the first four months of 1991 
the railways were earning 2 return running at the annual rate 
of only 244 per cent. 

2, Even these earnings were made possible only by the 
most drastic economy, including the postponement of main- 
tenance work which must be made up in the future. Had 
it not been for this deferred maintenance, railway net returns 
would have been even lower than the figures shown above. 

3. These drastic economies, which the roads have been 
forced to make, have resulted in the furlough of many thou- 
sands of railway employes, with the consequent loss to agri 
culture and industry in general of the purchasing power of 
these men. These forced economies have also materially 
teduced railway purchases of materials and supplies, with a 
consequent decrease in employment in those industries which 
normally sell much of their output to the railways. 

4, Present low earnings threaten to destroy the ability 
of the railways to secure new capital for investment in their 
properties to increase efficiency and economy of operation. 

5. Ifthe railways were permitted to participate in periods 
of prosperity equally with other business, they should make 
equal sacrifices in times of depression, but they are denied 
such participation by jaw. Even in periods of prosperity, 
the return earned on railway property has been small and 

inadequate. - 

6. According to the Transportation Act of 1920 the rail- 


r | ALE railways have applied to the Interstate Commerce 


ways are entitled to a fair return upon the value of their 
transportation property. For the past nine years this fair 
return rate has been set at 534 per cent. Tn no year since 
the law was passed, however, have the railways been allowed 
to earn this fair return, and their total shortage below this 
amount, in the period 1920-1930, was $2,575,000,000. 

7, The theory of the law is that the railways represent 
private property devoted to public use. Because of this 
public use, they are required to forego charices for high 
profits in prosperous times in return for the supposed assur~ 
ance of fair earnings. If, however, 2 fair return is never 
received, even in the most prosperous years, and the rail- 
ways are then expected to stand heavy reductions in earnings 
in poor years, OUT railway system cannot be maintained. 
Funds will not be invested in an industry which suffers all 
the evil effects of hard times and enjoys none of the benefits 
of good times. 

in brief, the railways must have higher revenues because 
their business has suffered such losses, both through the 
depression and through subsidized and unregulated compe’ 
tition on highways and waterways, that present earnings 
are not sufficiently high to maintain efficient railway service 
and railway credit. A freight rate increase is the only way 
in which the existing emergency <a be speedily met. 

The railways ate not now seeking to obtain the fait return 
to which they are legally entitled. Even with a 15 pet cent 
increase in freight rates, they would ‘earn, under present 
traffic conditions, an annual return of fees than 4 per cent 
on the value of their. properties. They-are asking only for 
such an increase a8 is absolutely’ essential if they are to 
maintain their. service and their. credit. "The 15 per cent 
advance in freight rates now sought by:the railways is far 
jess than the losses which the public will sustain, both now 
and in the future, ifrailway service breaks down and railway 
credit is destroyed.

A forceful demonstration of the 
importance of the railroad industry in

“It was a visual demonstration of 
the railroads as the most important in- 
dustry in Ogden, and was 2 friendly 
gesture emphasizing that in patroniz- 


ing railroad service our mutual inter- 
ests are served,” said the Ogden 
“Standard Examiner” about the pa- 
rade, “The railroaders were out to 
show and did show through sheer 
force of numbers that maintenance of 
railroad service and restoration of 
railroad earnings to a normal basis 
through use of railroad service are of 
primary importance to community 
welfare.

the fact that we were an ever present 
factor jin their financial welfare, 
our jobs dependent on their shipping 
business, and in return for which 
they received our paycheck. In order 
that the merchant might know how 
much of his trade comes from railroad 
families, some 20,000 cards were 
printed and passed over the store 
counter when purchases were made or 
monthly bills paid. 

“Our efforts have not been in vain. 
Ta the few weeks of the campaign 
there has been an appreciable increase 
in the volume of tonnage handled at 
the freight station. Several merchants 
have entirely abandoned the use of 
highway transportation through our 
ability to show them that the service 
we are able to give is as good as our 
competitors’ and that the rates are in 
line with good business practice.”

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Veteran Has Rare Collection of Coins

names of one hundred railroad friends, 
was presented to John A. Gill on his 
retirement as traveling tariff inspector 
June 80 after nearly a half century of 
service with yailroads in the West. 
The gift is particularly appropriate, 
since Mr. Gill is renowned on the Pa- 
cific Coast for his collection of rare 
coins, and, to add to its personal value, 
the plague was superimposed with a 
copper cent issued in 1849, similar in 
size and design to a $10 gold piece. 

Mr. Gill began his railroad career 
with the old Central Pacific in 1880 at 
Sacramento as a clerk in the freight 
office, where he was later chief clerk 
for several years. One of his prized 
possessions is an annual pass signed 
by Leland Stanford. He was then with 
the Union Pacific for some time as 
commercial agent at Sacramento and 
with the Fruit Growers’ Express as 
general agent. This latter cémpany, 
although owning no cars, was an or- 
ganization somewhat similar to the 
present Pacific Fruit Express in the 
handling of refrigerator cars. For 
fifteen years he was Pacific Coast 
freight agent for New York Central 
Lines and in 1910 returned to his “first 
love,” the Southern Pacific, as travel- 
ing freight and passenger agent at 
Reno. Since 1913 he has been traveling 
tariff inspector operating out of San 
Francisea over the Coast, Western, 
Stockton and part of San Joaquin 
divisions. 

The collecting of old coins and 
numismatic. ‘treasurers has been a 
hobby with Mr. Gill since, as a boy in 
Missouri, he came into possession of 
early United States coins and Con- 
federacy currency. His collection con- 
sists of more than 5000 gold, silver, 
copper and currency items,.and, while 
its actual value jis not very great, 
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there are many pieces that would 
command a good price from collectors. 

Dating from the Colonial revolu- 
tionary days of King George III down 
to the present time, Mr. Gill’s assort- 
ment of monies symbolizes some of 
the high spots in the nation’s history. 
The Colonial bills were made in Eng- 
land and circulated in the States in 
denominations of 3% of a dollar up to 
$80. They were of the specie used by 
Washington’s soldiers. A 10-pound 
bill in Mr. Gils possession was is- 
sued January 20, 1777, by the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Company, original name 
for the: present commonwealth. The 
note, at six per cent interest, was paid 
and cancelled. 

Other featured groups in Mr. Gill’s 
collection include: original copper 
cents from 1794 to 1857; proof set of 
the Bland silver dollar 1878 to 1904, 
the issue of which coin was resumed 
in 1921 after a lapse of 17 years; frac- 
tional currency of 50c, 25¢, 15c, 10c, 
Sc and 8c denominations, in crisp con- 
dition, issued in 1862 to take the place 
of the silver coin that was hoarded or 
otherwise gone out of circulation at 
the start of the Civil War; more than 
300 silver dollars from all nations of 
the world; and a set of early U.S. sil- 
ver dollars, 1795 to 1808, some of 
which were undoubtedly cast from the 
rich silver plate sacrificed by Washing- 
ton, Jefferson and others to serve dur- 
ing a shortage of silver bullion in the 
new republic. 

Mr. Gill has a lovely home at Palo 
Alto, California, where two sons and 
a daughter were raised and graduated 
from Stanford University, but should 
he ever build another house he would 
probably paper a room or so with the 
18,000,000,000 German marks he ac- 
quired during the war. 


Veteran Storekeeper Succumbs; 
Succeeded by Becker 


E. J. Becker, who has for several 
years been traveling storekeeper with 
headquarters in San Francisco, has 
been appointed district storekeeper at 
El Paso to succeed the late L. G. Pear- 
gon. Becker has been in the Store De- 
partment 25 years, having started as a 
clerk at Sacramento. 

Mr, Pearson died suddenly at El 
Paso on May 7. He had been district 
storekeeper since November, 1924, and 
had devoted more than forty years to 
store work with various railroad com- 
panies, He was with the Union Pacific 
at Denver and Pocatello for sixteen 
years before entering the service of 
the El Paso & Southwestern as divi- 
sion storekeeper at Alamogordo in 
January, 1906, He was one of the most 
widely known and generally admired 
railroad men in the Southwest and his 
passing is mourned by hosts of friends. 
He is survived by a widow and one son, 
Harry, of New York. 
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Action of Douglas Employes Supported 
by Local Chamber of Commerce

UCH interest has been evi- 
\ A denced in Arizona at the wide- 

spread efforts being made to 
procure adequate regulation of com- 
mercial highway traffic. Much credit 
for the recent crystallization of such 
efforts is due the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Douglas, whose president, 
‘A. G, Crouch, is an enthusiastic worker 
on behalf of railroad transportation, 
which, he believes, makes a more than 
adequate return for the efforts the 
community puts forth in its behalf. 

Ata meeting of the Douglas Cham- 
ber of Commerce held last February 
10, the following committee appeared 
before the membership te state the 
arguments against the present Tack of 
regulation of truck transportation in 
the state: Albert Gillon and E, M. 
Browder, representing the railroad 
clerks; R, L. Whitlow for the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen; and L. 
P. Webb for the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen, After hearing these 
gentlemen, the Chamber of Commerce 
passed a resolution that the organiza- 
tion give the committee and its respec- 
tive organizations the cooperation re- 
quested. 

The Douglas chamber accordingly 
communicated with every other cham- 
ber of commerce in the state, and also 
with the Arizona Industrial Congress, 
which might be termed the State 
Chamber of Commerce. The results 
were made manifest at the meeting 
of the Industrial Congress held at 
Prescott on June 18, when a report 
was adopted on “Transportation Prob- 
lems in Relation to Arizona High- 
ways,” with the aim of obtaining con- 
eerted action by state authorities to 
establish a definite system of regula- 
tion of highway transportation. 

The report was presented by P. G. 
Spilsbury, president of the congress, 
and is a detailed document indicating 
a thorough study of its subject. In- 
stances were mentioned of the serious 
damage by heavy trucks to the fine 
roadways built at great expense, and 
of the damage being done by vehicles 
from outside of the state whose owners 
do not pay a cent of taxes in Arizona, 
Under present regulations, it was de- 
elared, the state derives no revenue 
from the greater part of freight move- 
ment by truck, which is done by “con- 
tract carriers” exempt from such taxa- 
tion. Such carriers, it was stated, in 
many instances do not even contribute 
to the state gasoline tax, purchasing 

sufficient fuel outside the state to use 
on the round trip. The item of safety. 
for the motoring public, because of the 
trucking of inflammables and , explo- 
sives, was introduced. 

- The report drew attention ‘to the 

vast amount of money paid out. by

yailroads in every state for the con- 
struction .and ‘maintenance of their 
rights of way, and incidentally that 
the labor used in:such work was state 
labor, and the ‘money earned by such 
laborers was mostly expended within 
the boundaries. of the state, 

Figures were introduced ‘to show 
that in 1926 two major railroad sys- 
tems in Arizona employed 8500 men 
and had an annual payroll of $18,300,- 
000 in the state. In 1930, : the report 
submitted, the figures had ‘declined ‘to 
6300 men and payroll of $9,850,000. 
In 1930, said the report, these two rail- 
road systems had paid in taxes in Ari- 
gona $3,150,000, while all truck and 
bus companies, as far as could be 
ascertained had contributed but 
$59,000. 

The report went on to declare ‘that 
there wag no desire to put obstacles.in 
the way of truck and bus transporta- 
tion so long as it renders legitimate 
service with adequate safeguards for 
the public interest. In other words, 
highway transportation should be 
placed under the same supervision as 
railroad transportation. 

The report concluded with recom- 
mendations that the Governor and 
State Highway Commission be re- 
spectfully requested to have an im- 
mediate study made of all the prob- 
lems in the report and have legislation 
put in operation for the handling of 
such problems. : 

The Arizona Good Roads Associ- 
ation meeting, also held at Prescott 
June 18, passed unanimously a reso— 
lution “to put the association on record 
as urging state officials to use every

Congratulation has been extended to 
the Douglas Chamber of Commerce 
for having directed statewide atten- 
tion through the two large organiza- 
tions mentioned to those problems, and 
it is felt that such action will be ap- 
preciated by the taxpayers, not of 
Douglas alone, but throughout the 
state.

When 
his vision cleared, Lee could see 
through the gray dawn that the decks 
of the steamer were crowded and that 
people were gathering around the 
boats that were being swung out- 
board on the davits. He realized 
the ship was in distress and yanked 
the whistle cord six sharp blasts to 
waken-a bridge gang sleeping in cars 
on the switch track nearby so rescue 
work could be gotten under way. A 
second section of the Sunset followed 
and he could not bring the train to a 
halt at that point, but a few minutes 
later he made an emergency stop at 
Gaviot and filed the wires that resulted 
in -relief trains with doctors, nurses 
and hot food being rushed to the 
scene from Santa Barbara and Sai 
Luis Obispo. 

That. the relief ‘trains -were <not re-

of fate. A- heavier’ sea might have 
caused the steamer’s life boats to be

says: 

“When-disaster strikes, the railroad 
quickly and quietly marshals its forces 
for retief.

But at the Santa Barbara 
disaster a few years ago, at the scene 
of the St. Francis Dam break, when 
Point Honda claimed the lives.of men 
and officers of the destroyer flotilla, 
and at Yuma when the levee broke, 
men, supplies and services of the rail- 
road were neither the last to arrive 
nor the first to leave.” 

In an editorial, the Los Angeles 
Times said, in part: “ ... praiseworthy 
was the action of the Southern Pacific, 
a business competitor of the steam- 
ship company to which the Harvard 
belongs. ... At very considerable ex- 
pense to itself, both directly and in 
disruption of its own service, the 
Southern Pacific assembled two relief 
trains. ... and had them on the way 
to the scene of the wreck within an 
hour and thirty minutes after the 
Harvard struck. The action was eon- 
sistent with the long record of uncom- 
pensated emergency relief work of 
this and other railroads.”

Locomotive Engineers’ 
Hear Why Business 
Has Declined 


EVERAL hundred locomotive en- 
gineers attending the recent con- 
vention of the brotherhood in Oakland, 
California, received from W. A. 
Worthington, vice president of South- 
ern Pacific, a comprehensive word pic- 
ture of the situation faced by the rail- 
roads in meeting competition offered 
by other means of transportation, 

He reviewed the effect that the di- 
version of traffic has had on railroad 
earnings and employment and spoke of 
one of the steps being taken by his 
company to meet the situation through 
the inauguration of a store door-to- 
door delivery service in certain areas. 

Declaring, however, that all the rail- 
roads ask is the enactment of regula- 
tions so there will be equality of op- 
portunity for the railroads to compete 
for traffic now going to the highways, 
Mr. Worthington enumerated the fol- 
lowing recommendations offered by 
railway managements: 

(1) That the Interstate Commerce 
Act, now controlling the railroads, be 
made applicable also to highway com- 
mon carriers, including those perform- 
ing a like service by means of con- 
tracts, and that all such carriers be 
made subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

(2) That no such highway carriers 
shall engage in interstate commerce 
until there has been obtained from the 
commission a certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity. 

(8) That existing highway car-

(4) That such highway carriers 
engaging in interstate commerce shall 
file tariffs as prescribed by the Inter- 
state Commerce Act. 

(5) That changes in highway trans- 
portation rates be made uniformly on 
statutory notice, applying equally ‘to 
all carriers whether by highway or 
rail, with provisions similar to those 
in the Interstate Commerce Act that 
all rates must be reasonably com- 
pensatory. 

(6) That the highway carriers be 
subject to similar regulation as applies 
to railroads with respect to uniform 
accounting, issuance of securities and 
incurring of financial obligations. 

(7) That highway common carriers 
be required to maintain a dependable 
and regular service with adequate in- 
surance for protection against loss and 
damage to persons and property. 

(8) That rail carriers be also per- 
mitted to operate directly or through 
subsidiaries over highways, subject to 
such regulations and requirements as 
apply to other highway carriers, 

(9) That railways may contract 
for interstate commerce with a com- 
pany performing its pick-up and de- 
livery freight service in connection 
with rail service in the same way as is 
now done with respect to express 
through the Railway Express Agency. 

(10) That rail common carriers be 
permitted to make joint rates with 
highway carriers, offering a substitute 
or auxiliary service to rail lines oper- 
ating in territory served by them. 

(11) That where existing state 
regulation over highway intrastate 
traffic is insufficient or lacking, it 
should be improved to accord with the 
suggestions made with respect to con- 
trol of highway interstate traffic to the 
end that, with respect to all traffic, the 
railways and highway carriers shall 
be subject to similar regulation so that 
there may be equality of opportunity 
to compete on fair terms. 

Given such opportunity, the public 
interest will be best served and traffic 
will seek the avenue of transportation 
best adapted to it, depending upon 
rates, service and economy of oper- 
ation.

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1. C. C. Views On Abandonment 
of Non-Paying | Rail Lines 


In view of the actior action taken by some 
yailroads of the country in requesting 
permission to abandon portions of 
their line because of reduced earnings 
dye to the inroads on earnings made 
by other forms of transportation, it is 
interesting to note the following com- 
ment made by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in a recent case: 

“This adds another to a long series 
of abandonment cases, which should 
serve both as an illustration and as a 
warning. That every community is 
entitled to use those means of trans- 
portation which it prefers cannot prop- 
erly be questioned by anyone, we 
think. Those who prefer a steam rail- 
road and can support it have a right 
to their choice. Those who prefer a 
line of motor trucks have the same 
right. Similarly, those who prefer still 
other forms of transportation also 
have this right. However, when a 
community has at its disposal, as 
many or most communities have, sev- 
eral means of transportation and it has 
exercised its choice in the form of 
patronage, it must realize that those 
means of transportation which its 
choice has eliminated from patronage 
may not be able to continue to exist 
without such patronage, and that 
abandonment must. follow as a last 
resort. A community which can sup- 
port every known means of transpor- 
tation is unquestionably entitled to 
them all; but a9 community which can 
support only one can not insist upon 
the retention of two if the patronage 
accorded to the least favored one is not 
sufficient to enable it to live. 

“It is the duty of a railroad com- 
pany to provide reasonably adequate 
service, This can not be challenged by 
anyone, However, when its ability to 
continue to serve is threatened, the 
company owes the further duty to un- 
dertake whatever is within its power 
to avoid crippling or destroying that 
service, A railroad company whose 
resources have been exhausted due to 
loss of traffic to other agencies can 
not continue to serve. Operating ex- 
penses can not be paid out of an empty 
pocket.”

There’s romance in the name of 
Roseoe and pioneer residents of that 
little city in the San Fernando Valley 
of southern California raise objection 
to the proposal that the name be 
changed to Dundee, which was the 
Seotch birthplace of some of the first 
settlers in the district.

Radio Audience Hears 
Why Engineers Get 
Gray Haired 


ORTY-ONE years of engine service 

and thirty-four years as an engi- 
neer, a greater portion of which time 
has been spent handling passenger 
trains on the San Francisco Peninsula, 
where motor traffic is particularly 
heavy, qualified Engineer J. T. Moore 
to give a talk recently over radio sta- 
tion KPO in San Francisco on grade 
crossing safety, 

Moore has never had a grade cross- 
ing collision, but he has come so close 
to it many times that he has ex- 
perienced all the nerve wracking hor- 
ror that flashes through an engineman’s 
being when a motorist, racing along 
the highway challenging the engineer 
to greater speed, dashes over the 
crossing just ahead of the locomotive 
and then flings the engineer and fire- 
man a “ha ha” as he continues on his 
reckless way. Or, maybe, the motorist 
shoves on the brakes just before he 
reaches the crossing and, sliding to a 
quick stop, looks up with a smile as 
the white-faced engineer flashes past. 

“Ninety-five per cent of the motor- 
ists are cautious at grade crossings,” 
Engineer Moore told his radio audi- 
ence, “but the remaining five per cent 
eause us plenty of worry. My heart 
comes up into my throat when I see 
ahead or alongside of me a motorist 
driving toward a crossing apparently 
oblivious of the fact that a train is 
anywhere in the vicinity, or when 
groups of school children walk toward 
a crossing engrossed in conversation 
and paying no attention to the train, 
or when little children, playing along 
the railroad tracks, will sometimes see 
how long they dare hold their foot on

Daily. Door-to-Door 
Freight Service 
S. F, and L.A. 


AST daily express service between 

San Francisco and Los ‘Angeles 
and various other points in the Bay 
district and in southern California, was 
inaugurated June 24 by the Pacific 
Motor Transport Company, providing 
door-to-door delivery for shippers in 
the areas affected. . 

Rates named by the transport com- 
pany cover the complete movement of 
traffic from store-door to store-door 
within defined pickup and delivery dis- 
tricts and compare favorably with 
those of other carriers. In addition to 
class rates, a very extensive list of 
commodity rates has been published. 
Shipments in either direction are ac- 
cepted as late as 5 p. m. each day with 
pickup service until 4 p. m., or later 
in instances where the shipper is near 
the depot. Delivery will be made at 
the opening of business the second 
morning. 

As in the case of other districts in 
California and Oregon where this fast 
freight service is in operation, the 
pickup and delivery service is con- 
tracted to local transfer or trucking 
concerns while the long haul is han- 
dled over the ‘rails. 

Entering the freight transportation 
field on March 11, 1929, with 24 sta- 
tions served, the Pacific Motor Trans- 
port Company has gradually broad- 
ened its field of activity until at the 
present time its service is in effect to 
approximately 260 points in California 
and Oregon. In response to the de- 
mands of shippers, still further expan- 
sion is planned, which will likely in- 
clude interstate as well as intrastate 
traffic.

Oil Burner in Dining Car Range 
Is Being Tested 


Experimenting with the idea of 
using oi] instead of coal for fuel in the 
ranges on the ‘Company’s dining cars, 
a high speed rotary atomizing oil 
burner was recently installed on Diner 
No. 10097 operating out of West Oak- 
land on the “San Joaquin.” The burner 
is driven by electric motor, current for 
which is supplied from the car power 
and lighting system. It burns Diesel 
oil that is atomized in a high speed 
cup rotating 5000 turns per minute, 
producing an- oil mist that lights in- 
stantly and:burns with a clear flame, 

The installation is the first of its 
kind -ever ‘made.in a-dining: car, ‘and 
consequently~the-experiment is being 
closely watched. Instead of the chef 
having to start a coal fire in the range, 
all he has to do with the ofl burner is 
to throw the electric switch, turn on 
the oil valve, and immediately he has 
a fire that can be easily graded up or 
down to meet his cooking require- 
ments,

General Agent Poston 
Joins Pensioners 


ITH nearly thirty-six years of 
listinguished service in the 
Traffic Department, A. J. Poston, gen- 

E eral agent at Wash- 
ington, D. C., retired 
on pension June 380, 
at the age of 70. For 
many years Mr. Pos- 
ton has been one of 
the most widely 
known traffic men in 
the country through 
his years of pro- 
moting the famous 
Washington - Sunset 
Route of the South- 
ern Pacific. 

After some years of service in the 
passenger department of the Southern 
Railway and its predecessor, the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad, Mr. 
Poston came to the Company in Sep- 
tember, 1895, as Pacifie Coast passen- 
ger agent at San Francisco for the 
Washington-Sunset Route. His ap- 
pointment initiated an experiment to 
develop whether or not the Sunset 
Route was feasible for passenger busi- 
ness the year ’round. Mr. Poston’s 
zealous activity in behalf of the route 
won for him recognition as the “Father 
of the Sunset Route,” a distinction 
which he modestly declares should be 
shared with the late James Hors- 
borough, Jr., and other traffic officials 
of that.day. 

In November, 1896, Mr. Poston 
moved his headquarters to Washing- 
ton, D, C., at the time tourist car 
service! was inaugurated on the Wash- 
ington-Sunset Route. He retained his 
position there until the World War, 
when the Washington office was closed 
in December, 1917, and he was trans- 
ferred'to the Atlantic Steamship Lines 
as special agent, At the end of Federal 
control he was appointed general 
agent at New York and, when the 
Washington office was re-opened in 
February, 1927, he was again placed 
in charge. 

During his years of service with 
Southern Pacific, Mr. Poston was 
closely :associated with many of the 
Company’s officers and with younger 
men who have gradually risen to of- 
ficial positions. “In singing my ‘swan 
song,’ -he says, “I wish to say that I 
shall always cherish the memories of 
my association with the Southern Pa- 
cific, and my allegiance to the Com- 
pany will be just as great in my re- 
tirement as in my activity.”
